Russian Reds, Whipped in the
Field, Agree to Armistice
With the Poles.

SUBMIT TO ALL DEMANDS

Boviet Foroes May Concentrate Against
Wrangel—Peace in Ireland Nearer
—Some Late Developments In
QOur Presidential Campaign.

Thoroughly whipped by the Poles,
the Russian Bolsheviki have signed an

armistice with thelr opponents, and on
October 14 hostllitles are supposed to |
eenne, The full terms agreed upon at
Riga have not yet been given to the
publle, but enough has been told to
show that Poland has won virtually
all her contentlons. M. Joffe, head of
the Russian Adelegation, was In no po-
sitlon to refuse anything within rea-
son, and indeed he had been Instruct-
od to accept almost any terms the
Poles might offer.

The wesatern houndary line of soviet
Rusain was the main matter under
diseusalon, and this was settied entire-
Iy In favor of the Poles, aceording to
reports from Riga. The llne Is placed
po far enst thar Lithuania s cot off en-
tirely from Ruseln, and Poland is
gtven n corridor between those two
countries, The boundary agreed upon
beging enst of Dvinsk, runs south
through Baranovitehl, Luniniets and
Sarny, and virtually along the German
llpe of 10158 to the Rommaninn frontier,

The Poles have nsserted repeatedly
that the Lithuanians have been fight-
ing alongside the Russians, and this
boundary settloment shonld, therefore,
g0 far In bringing about n penceful
agreement bhetween Poland and Litho-
ania; when that fs accomplished the
Poles will be free to tnrn thelr ntton-
tion to the establishment of their own
government and the development of
thelr country. They have agreed to be
nentral in the Tkrealne, where the so-
viet and Petlora forces are fighting,
and Russin gives up all claims to east-
ern Gallela.

It Is as=erted by some correspond-
enta that Dombskl, hend of the Polish
mission at Rign, was moved to bhurry
up the ngreement with the Russlans
by the admonitions of the Britlsh am-
bassador In Warsaw and also by the
movements of his political opponent,
Prince Sapleha, In addition, say these
correspondents, the liberal Dombski
element In Poland, !s somewhat
alarmed by the sunccessea of Baron
Wrangel In southern Russia: conslder-
ing that the restorntion of the old
Nuseian emplre would constitate a
groat danger to Poland. Many experts
belleve that n Russo-Polish peace will
résult In the crushing of Wrangel and
hia armies. It In taken for granted
dhat the soviet government will at
once concentrate Its efforts on the
Crimean front,

However, Wrangel has been making
much progress In his campalign that his
chances at/ll seem good. In his nd-
wance northward he has taken many
thounsands of prisoners and vast quan-
titles of materinl, and his forces also
pushed along the coast of the Sea of
Arov northeastward townrd Important
citles on the lower Don, Earfly In the
wonk It was sald that Makno, the
Ukralne Insurgent leader, had formed
n junction with Wrangel's troops and
In a fiying raid had selzed Kharkov,
Later n wireloss dispatch from Mos-
pow amserted that Makno had folned
the Bolshaviki and had bheen given a
command agalnst Wrangel, It was
sald his shift was Adue to the refusal
of hile troops to fight agalnst the Bol-
shevikl. Makno's past history incllnes
on6 to doubt the truth of this report,
According to a Copenhagen newspa-
per, Genernl Weygand, who assisted
the Poles, has gone to South Russia
to take supreme command of the antl-
soviat armies there,

' The apparent collapse of the Bolshe-
vikl Is probambly due In large mensure

to the fact that the Russian crop out-
lnok Is the worst ever experlenced and
that in consequence the ecountry fuces
starvation during the coming winter.
Lenlne and the other leaders have
been making desperate efforts to re-
open commercial relations with Great
Britnin and Italy and to make peace
with Roumania, but these efforts have
been fruitless so far, The Red sol-
diers are mutinying and assassinating
thelr officers, and the Russlan people
generally are In despalr.

In Petrograd especially the condl-
tions are terrible, and all the inhab-
itants who can are fleelng from the
eity. The Finnish Red Cross has just
issued an appeal to the Red Cross So-
cletles of the World describing the
shocking state of affalrs in the former
capital. The population has shrunk to
about 600,000, and thousands are dying
every month of wvarlous kinds of epl-
demics, There is no fuel no hot wa-
ter for bathe no street cleaning or re-
moval of garbage, and the streets are
hecoming Impassable because the pav-
Ing blocks are being burned and the
water pipes are bursting. The hos-
pitals are overflowing with patients
and thelr equipment is wretchedly in-
ndequate.

“Death,” says the report, “stalks on
every side, walting for winter to ald
in the grim work of mowing down the
sllent, hungry sick, and dying thou-
sands. With streets and houses choked
with filth that I8 already spreading
gpotted and intermittent typhus, the
cold wenther will finish the task with
pneumonia and abdominal typhus.”

The allied mission named to handle
the dispute between Poland and Lith-
uania arrived at Sowalkl Tuesday to
begin work, nnd on the same dny, it
was announced, the Poles and Lithu-
anlans stopped fighting.

The Adrintie dispute between Italy
and Jugo-[lavin is In a falr way of
settlement, for cabloet members of
both natlions met Friday In Venlce and
resumed direct mnegotiations. Some
time ngo Lloyd George and Millerand,
then premler of France, sald if the
Jugo-Slave and Itallans got together
it was nobolly else's business, which
was taken ns a warning to the United
States government to keep its hands
off, whatever mny be the disposition
of Fiume,

If it were pot for the people of Call-
fornia and a few jingoes on both sides
of the Pacific, the threat of unpleasant
relations hetween Amerlea and Japan
would qulckly fade awny. The Ameri-
ean assoclations of Tokyo and Yoko-
hama have cabled to Secretary of
State Colby a set of joint resolutions
urging that Amerleans “act with sober
delfberntion and patlence, trusting the
respective governments to find a so-
lutlon satisfactory and effective with-
out affronting Japan or sacrificing the
principles of equity on elther hand.”

Viscount Ishil, the new Japanese
ambassador to France and one of his
country's wisest statesmen, is quoted
as saying: *“War will never come be-
tween the United States and Japan,
unless the United States selzes Japa-
nese territory or Japan selzes Amerl-
can territory. Japan has not the re-
motest Intention of ever attempting to
appropriate any American territory.”
He gayn there 18 no trade war on be-
tween the two countries, and that la-
bor and land problems cannot be per-
mitted to be magnified into questions
where war might be even envisaged.
He and other Japanese leaders assert
that most of the people of Japan real-
Ize that most of the talk of Interna-
tional trouble is due to the fact that
the United States Is In the throes of a
presidential election,

The efforts of the Irlsh pence eoun-
ofl, made up of moderutes from all
parts of the Island, are slowly lead-
Ing to a settlement of the Irish prob-
lem. The c¢ouncil has completed its

| 6 constituent assembly in Irelanmd in
which Ulster will be represented.

Presldent Wilson got Into the presi-
dentinl campaign at the heginning of
the week with a long letter addressed
to his fellow citizens, urging them to
place the seal of thelr approval of the
League of Nations covenant by their
votes at the polls In November. He
sald: “The chief question that is put
to you Is, of course, this: Do you want
your country’'s honor vindleated and
the treaty of Versallles ratified? Do
you In partenlar approve of the
League of Nations as orgnnized and
empowered in that treaty? And do
you wish to see the United States play
ts responsible part In it?

He said the opponents of the league
had mislead the voters and had dis-
played gross ignorance and Impudent
audncity In thelr “attempt to invent an
‘Amerteanism’ of their own, which has
no foundation whatever in any of the
authentle traditlons of the govern-
ment."

Following this lead, Governor Cox
and Franklin Roosevelt in their cam-
paign “speeches are now making the
League of Natlons the great issue and
are devoting to it most of thelr argu-
ments, Homer S, Cummings, former
Democratic national chairman, also
has been called on and will speak for
the league in Ohio, Kansas, Indiana,
Kentucky, New Mexico and California.

Senntor Harding abandoned his
porch agnin for a quick speaking tour
through part of the Middle West, and
In hig address at Des Moines he ae-
cepted the direct izsue of ratifylng or
rejecting the League of Nations cov-
enant. He declared flatly he would
favor staving out of the league as
formed at Versallles; he anid e want-
ed no neceptance of the league with
or without reservations to clarify
America’s obligatlons, and that he
thought the proper thing to do was to
reject the covenant altogether. As for
what he does favor doing In the way
of an associatlon of nations, he said:

“I shall not risk embarrassing the
finnl solutlon of a problem s0 mo-
mentons by undertaking to lay down
in advance specific detalls or plans, As
soon a8 possible after my election 1
ghall advise with the best minds in the
Unlted Statea and especlally I shall
consult In advance with the senate,
with whom, by the terms of the Con-
stitution, T shall indeed be bound to
counsel and without whose consent no
such international association can be
formed. I shall do this to the end
that we shall have an assoclation of
nations for the promotion of interna-
tional peace, but one which shall defi-
nitely safeguard our soverelgnty and
recognize our ultimate and unmort-
gaged freedom of action™

An nacrimonious controversy has
arisen between Presldent Wilson and
Senator Spencer of Missourl. The lat-
ter, in campalign speeches, asserted
that the President during the peace
conference promised Roumania and
Serbia that if needed the American
army and navy wonld be sent to thelr
ald., This charge Mr, Wilson branded
fas absolutely false. The senator re-
torted that the alleged promise was to
be found in the stenographic report of
the eighth plenary =session of the con-
ference, In whicl} Mr. Wilson was re-
ported to have sald to Premler Bra-
tianu of Roumania: *“You must not
forget that it Is force that is the finnl
guaranty of the publie peace, If the
world s agnin troubled the United
States will send to this side of the
ocenn their army and their fleet.”

Spencer asked the President to pro-
fluce the report, but Secretary Tumulty

sald on Thursday the President had no
stenographle report of the eighth plen-
ary session and, so far as the Presl-
dent knows, there is no such record in
this country.
